Personal Characteristics and Busi- 
ness Ability of Borrower Con- 
sidered by Banker 





Department Bulletin No. 409, Fac- 
tors Affecting Interest Rates and 
Other Charges on Short-Time Farm 
Loans, by ‘C. W. Thompson, specilaist 
in rural organization, gives the fol- 
lowing discussion of the bearing that 
the borrower’s personal charcteristics 
have on his ability to obtain short- 
time loans on satisfactory terms: 

“The borrower who is known to be 
a man of honesty and integrity and 
who shows ability and judgment in 
the conduct of his farm business will 
ordinarily command the confidence 
of his banker and obtain credit on 
terms relatively favorable for his 
class of loans, whereas the individual 
who is uncertain in his personal 
charaeter, erratic in his judgment 
and irregular in his business habits 
will be considered a less desirable 
risk and, if he obtains a loan at all, 
usually must pay a higher rate of 
interest. In any case, if credit is to 
be extended wisely, it is just as im- 
portant to discourage its use among 
those who cannot be trusted-as it is 
to grant credit to trustworthy bor- 
rowers who will use the borrowed 
money profitably and repay it 
promptly. 

“Oftentimes the borrower may be 
honest and upright in his intentions, 
but may fail to appreciate the im- 
portance of being prompt in meeting 
his obligations. Possibly he thinks} 
that a few days after the date of 
maturity is soon enough to make 
payment, and that a little delay is 
unimportant. He may not stop to 
consider that extra work and ex- 
pense are involved when notice must | 
be given of overdue paper, or that 
bank examiners do not take kindly} 
to notes that are overdue. 

“Again, the 
business habits of the farmer are 
tested when

7. Lemons, not now grown com- 
mercially in Florida, are a very im- 
portant crop in California, while 
grapefruit, on the other hand, is 
a very important crop in Florida and 
is of only secondary importance in 
Ce lifornia. 

8. What is suid in paragraphs 1, 
2, 3 and 4 in regard to Florida, is 
true for the most part as regards 
Cuba, except that Cuba lies between 
about 19 and 20 degrees north lati- 
tude, and that the application to the 
soil of a continuous cover of vege- 
table mulch is practiced more ex- 
tensively.

DIFFERENCE IN CITRUS CUL- 
TURE OF THE TWO STATES 





The principal differences between 
citrus conditions and practices’ in 
Florida and California are: 

1. Mlorida’s citrus regions lie be- 
latitude with 40 to 60 inches of rain- 
fall during late spring, summer and 
early fall. California’s citrus regions 
lie between 82% and 3914 degrees 
with 10 to 12 inches of rainfall dur- 
ing late fall, winter and early spring. 

2. Florida, therefore, has a moist, 
humid atmosphere during most of the 
growing season, making it possible 
to grow citrus fruits without irri- 
gation, while California, during this 
same season, has a dry atmosphere

The balls are then dried in 
the sun until they become as hard 
as wood and will burn with a glow 
like that of carbon briquettes, pro- 
iducing comparatively little ashes. 
iThis home product also solves the 
| difficult problem of what to do with 
‘old papers, which are a real nuis- 
ance about the house and are diffi- 
jcult ‘to dispose of. A summer’s 
jhousehold accumulation of paper can 
ibe convertéd by this means into a 
considerable supply of fuel.
